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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicants proposed to amend the claims to recite that the cleaning and sanitizing are conducted without 
having to connect an external source of cleaning fluid. Such amendment would require further consideration and or search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants proposed to amend the claims to 
recite that the cleaning and sanitizing are conducted without having to connect an external source of cleaning fluid. The proposed 
amendment would not be entered because it raises new issues, which would require further consideration and or search. The proposed 
amendment obviates the rejections made in the previous Office action under 35 USC 1 12(1) and (2). However, it does not place application 
in conditions for allowance because removal of previously presented unsupported limitation of "without having to connect the cleaning fluid 
supply to the dispensing line each time cleaning is needed" requires further consideration and/or search to address the now presented 
limitations. It is noted that previously applied art such as Mirabile and Barinas may be applied to the claims as in the proposed amendment 
because at least Barinas teaches internal cleaning fluid supply and does not require an external cleaning fluid supply every time the 
cleaning is conducted. However, proper consideration of the claims as in the proposed amendment would require further consideration 
and/or search. 
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
